-“I- do not favor the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. I stand for 
the efficient enforcement of the laws 
enacted thereunder. 

“ Modification of the enforcement

Change in the consti- 
tution can and must be brought about 
only by the straightforward methods 


FARM RELIEF. 

“An adequate tariff is the fourJa- 
tion of farm relief. Nature has en- 
dowed us with a great system of inland 
waterways. Their modernization will 
comprise a most substantial contribu- 
tion to midwest farm relief. 

“An outstanding proposal of the 
party program. . pledges the cre 
ation of a federal farm board of 
representative farmers to be clothed 
with authority and resources to build 
up with federa] finance farmer owned 
and farmer controlled stabilization 
corporations which will protect the 


farmer.” 
LABOR. 

“The Republican platform gives the 
pledge of the party to the support of 
labor. It indorses the principle of 
collective bargaining and freedom in 
labor negotiations.

Alto, Cal... Aug. 11.—[Special.]—Her- 
bert Clark Hoover inaugurated his 
campaign for the White House today. 

He accepted the nomination of the 
Reublican party in an address before 
75,000 persons sitting under a broiling 
California sun on the high wooden 
tiers of the Stanford stadium. 

From a lofty, awning-covered plat- 
form, built something like the judges’ 
stand at a racetrack, behind a row of 
microphones that sent his voice vi- 
brating to every corner of the huge 
circle and into the homes of millions, 
he charted the course of the Repub- 
lican party in this campaign. 

It was the first time that he has 
spoken since his nomination at Kan- 
sas City. There were 8,000 words to 
ponder and interpret. He spoke of 
prohibition, farm relief, tariff, and all 
the issues of the day. He will now 
go inte a new silence, for part of his 
strategy is to talk little and say some- 
thing when he does. 


Sets New Politica? Mark:

His long awaited utterances on the 
prohibition question met with warm 
applause. 

He took a stand that must be called 
dry, yet which leaves a door open to 
the wets in the party for a new en- 
foreement act which might be liberal- 
ized within the apirit of the 18th 
amendment. 

‘I do not favor repeal of the 18th 
amendment,” he said. 

His audience applauded this in a 
manner which left no doubt that this 
was their sentiment also. 

When he stated that as President he 
could do nothing but preserve and 
defend the constitution, a voice called, 
“You're all right. Herbert.” 

The crowd laughed and applauded 
_Mr. Hoover's remarks would appear 
an effort to force his opponent, Gov. 
Smith, out for a repeal of the 18th 
amendment. 

Would Solve Problem. 

His first effort to solvé the prohibi- 
tion problem would be to find out just 
what is wrong with enforcement. This 
would mean a fact finding commission 
and might be the beginning of a re 
education of the American public on 
this subject. It might lead to a wide 
sentiment for repeal. It might lead 
|to a new and more liberal énforcement 
law. Mr. Hoover's mind is not closed 
to such possibilities. 

Such an interpretation of his atti- 
tude is given authoritatively. He does 
not want to drive. the wets from his 
party, and the drys are more than 


satisfied. 


As to farm relief, Mr. Hoover put 
this first on the program of his ad- 
ministration. He seems to have little 
doubt that he will be ‘lected. His 
first act would be another commission 
which would endeavor to reach «a 
ground for legislative action. The 
candidate did not give a specific, new 
program. In this he is on a par 
with Gov. Smith. He promises to find 
a way out for the farmers. So does 
the Democratic candidate. 

The farmers must choose which one 
to trust. Mr. Hoover said “he would 
not hesitate to spend mililions to help 
the farmers. work out th own des- 
tiny, that this country could well af- 
ford it. He advocated the federal farm 
board plan outlined in the Republican 
platform.

INLAND WATERWAYS 


May be Linked to Flood Control 
Task. 


The war and the necessary curtail- 
ment of expenditure during the recon 
struction years have suspended the 
construction of many needed public 
works. Moreover, the time has ar- 
rived when we must undertake a 
larger visioned development of our 
water resources. Every drop which 
runs to the sea without yielding its 
full economic service is a waste. 

Nearly all of our greater drainages 
contain within themselves possibilities 
of cheapened transportation, irriga- 
tion, reclamation, domestic water sup- 
ply, hydro-electric power, and fre 
quently the necessities of flood con- 
trol. But’ this development of our 
waters requires more definite national 


projects under- 
taken, not as part a whole, but as 
the consequence. of. purely Idéal de- 
mands. We cannot develop modern- 
ized water transportation by isolated 
projects. “We must develop it as a 
definite and positive interconnected 
system of transportation. We must 
adjust reclamation and irrigation to 
our needs for more land. Where they 
lie together we must codrdinate trans- 
portation with flood control, the de- 
velopment of hydro-electric power and 
of irrigation, else we shall, as in the 
past, commit errors that will take 
years and milliong to remedy. £ 


' The congress has authorized 
has in process of legislation great pro 
grams of public works. In addition to 
the works in development of water re- 
sources, we have in progress 
undertakings in public roads and the 
construction of public buildings. - 
All these projects wili probably re- 
quire an expenditure of upwards of 
oné billion dollars within the, next 
four years. It comprises the largest 
engineering construction ever under- 
taken by any government. It involves 
three times the expenditure laid out 
upon the Panama canal. It is justified 
by the growth, need, and wealth of 
our country. The organization anJ 
administration of this construction is 
a responsibility of the first order. For 
it we must secure the utmost econ- 
omy, honesty and skill. These works,

Real Enforcement and No Nul- 


I recently stated my position upon 
the 18th amendment, which I again re- 


peat: 

“TI do not favor the repeal of the 
18th amendment. I stand ‘for the 
efficient enforcement of the laws en- 
acted thereunder. Whoever is chosen 
President has under his oath the sol- 
emn duty to pursue this course. 

“Our country has deliberately un- 
dertaken a great social and economic 
experiment, noble in motive and far- 
reaching in purpose. It must be 
worked out constructively.” 

Common sense compels us to realize 
that grave abuses have occurred— 
abuses which must be remedied. An 
organized searching investigation of 
fact and causes can alone determine 
the wise method of correcting them. 
Crime and disobedience of law cannet 
be permitted to break down the consti- 
tution and laws of the United States. 

Medification of the enforcement laws 
which would permit that which the 
constitution forbids is nullification. 
This the American people will not 


countenance. Change in the consti- 


tution can and must be brought about 
only by the straightforward methods 
provided in the constitution itself. 
There are those who do not believe 
in the purposes of several provisions 


‘of the constitution. No one denies their 


right to seek to amend it. They are 
not subject to criticism for asserting 
that right. But the Republican party 
does deny the right of any one to 
seek to destroy the purposes of the 
constitution by indirection.

Business. 

One of the greatest difficulties of 
business with government is the multi- 
tude of unnecessary contacts with 
government bureaus, the uncertainty 
and inconsistencies of government pol- 
icles, and the duplication of govern- 
mental activities. A large part of this 
is due to the scattering of functions 
and the great confusion of: responsi- 
| bility in our federal organization. We 

have, for instance, 14 different bureaus 

or agencies engaged in public works 
and construction, located in nine dif- 
ferent departments of the govern- 
ment. It brings about competition be- 
beeen: government agencies, inade- 
quacy of control, and a total lack pf 
codrdinated policies in public works. 
We, have eight different bureaus and 
agencies charged with conservation of 
our natural resources, located in five 
different departments of the govern- 
ment. These conditions exist in many 
}other directions. Divided responsi- 
bility, with the absence 6f centralized 
authority, prevents constructive and 
consistent development of broad na- 
tional policies. :

AN AMERICAN FOREIGN 
REPRESENTATION. 


In imitation of European aristocratic tradition, 
® weakness to which the freeborn American is 
somewhat prone, our foreign representation has 
assigned @ superior social and official status to 
the diplomatic service, although in the main our 
important international interests are attended to 
by the modest consul. There ate times when the 
diplomatic phase of our relations with another gov- 


ernment is of the greater temporary importanee, 
but our normal! interests are economic. Our for- 
eign representation should be organized with ref- 
erence to the realities of American interests, not 
upon foreign traditions or foreign conditions. 


We congratulate the senate foreign affaires 
| therefore, upon its proposal during the 
‘Tate that no one shall be appointed to a dip- 


lomatic post who has not had at least five years’ 


experience in the consular gervice. If it were prac- 
ticable we should like to see, all official distinction 
between consular and diplomatic rank abolished in 
our representation, But that would involve compli- 
cations in countries which retain these distinctions. 
Nevertheless; we suggest that the foréign relations 
‘committee canvass the possibilities of agreement 
with foreign governments for the recognition of 
a di charecter for our consular officials. 
The lack Of it has been known to have irritating 
‘and perhaps ¢ven dangerous consequences in 
countries where official distinctions are punctilious 
and unmoved by practical considerations. It 
seems to us the United States has a right to its 
own standards of official character and to have 
them recognized where they do not infringe upon 
another nation’s rights or interests. 


Meanwhile, We have to do the best we can’ with | 


conditions as they are, and if we cannot impose 
our ideas upon other governments we ought to be 
able to effectuate them #o far as our own admin- 
istrative system is concerned, But the reform is 
mot going to be easily established. The Rogers act 
was optimistically expected to accomplish it by 
throwing open @iplomatic service to consular offi- 
cers. Unfortunately, the Rogers act was not 
administered by its friends and its clear intentions 
have not been géalMed. The diplomatic branch 


has not surrendered its primacy of lost ita. supe- | | 


rior influence. Some concessions were made, but 
the old tradition lived on and is bound to prevail 
unless better means of administration are found.

‘The great 
novelists have an uncanny instinct for that which

know that would be their best seller. As a matter. 
of fact it often has been. 

One need go no further baek than Mrs. Hum- 
phry Ward. Mrs. Ward wrote about fifteen 
novels, but none of them made any impression to 
ecmpare with “‘ Robert Elsmere,” a novel of which 
a young clergyman 1s the hero and in which his 
struggles with the new biblical sch ip is de- 
picted through hundreds of pages. It was read 
by hundreds of thousands, discussed in every pul- 
pit and paper and even elicited a pamphlet from 
Mr. Gladstone himseif. Another novel by Mrs. 
Ward, “David Grieve,” which dwelt upon the re- 
action of a young and vigorous mind with the new 
theology—in this case the hero was a layman-—was 
almost as popular. Encouraged by the universal 
response to these stories Mrs. Ward returned to 
the subject of religion again and again as in the 
novela “Eleanor” and “The Case of Richard 
Meynel,” which is the story of a heresy trial, 
Another of her best known novels, “ Helbeck of 
Bannesdale," deals with the Rcman Catholic 
church and modernism. 

Speaking of the Roman Catholic church and 
modernism it is interesting to note how ever since 
Mrs. Ward's day [“ Robert Elsmere” ap 

atout forty years ago) the novel has been used 
for propaganda purposes by protagonists of new 
tendencies im religion, The most notable instance 
is that of Fogozaro, the great Italian writer. 
When the modernist movement in the Roman 
Catholic church was at its height and Loisy and 
Tyrrel were bringing it to the attention of the 
scholars, Fogozzaro wrote “The Saint,” a story 
of a young priest who became a prophet of liber- 
ajism in the Catholic church, and which contains 
the famous imaginary interview with the pope, 
and this novel went all over the world in many 
languages. It probably did more to call forth the 
famous encyclical against modernism by Pius X. 
than did the books of the scholars. In America 
there have been several instances of the novel 
being used in the interest of liberal theology, Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe wrote “The Minister’s Wo0o- 
ing,” the first instance in America perhaps of the 
usé of the novel as a vehicle of religious discussion. 
as Robert Macdonald’s “ Robert Falconer ” was the 
first instance in Greet Britaip. In ‘“ The Minister’s: 
Wooing’ the theological discuasion is incidertal 
Pout it strong indictment of the ultra Calvinism 
of New England of a century ago. Mrs. Stowe's 
most famious novel, “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” could 
not. have been written except by an author deeply 
religious as was Mrs. Stowe. At heart the entire 
novel was an appeal to religious motives and stirred 
opposition to slavery as did the ermons of her 
equally famous brother, Henry Ward Beecher. But 
almost simultaneously with the appearance of 
“ Robert Elsmere”.in England Mrs. Deland wrote 
“ John Ward, Preacher,” a tragic story devoted to a 
discussion of the conflict of the old Calvinism with 
the “new theology ” with the weight of the argu- 
iment, both by discussion and by the dramatic in- 
cidents of the story, in favor of the new theology. 
After these -classic instances the first religious 
novel to attract wide and popular interest in 
America was “‘A Singular Life,” by Elizabeth 
Stuart Phelps, which was one of the first attempts 
to translate the’ person of Christ into modern 
terms. The author makes the. hero live ag she 
thinks Christ would have lived in Gloucester in 
our day. Mrs. Phelps has been followed by a

In- 
fected fish would find their way into 
markets in all parts of the eountry. 
Many people eat raw fish. Thus, in 
time, the fish in our lakes and streams 
would™become infected and infettion 
of the people would follow. 

Dr. Warthin finds his prophecy has 
come true, especially among the Jewish 
and Russian population of Detroit. Dr. 
Magath has made a similar report for 
the district around Ely, Minn. Similar 
reports have come from ‘Winnipeg and, 
in some measure, from the great lakes 
regjon generally. 

e fish which are most frequently 
affected are pike and pickerel.

Relations with Russia “Correct.” 

By reason of this geographical fact 
there is\in Denmark much more in-:

Both the latter 
countries might be able to keep out 
of a Russian row, because they are 
on the other side of the Baltic, but 
Denmark, although the farthest dis- 
tant from Russia, holds the gate 
through which it can be attacked, or 
through which it could emerge to at- 
tack enemies.

Starting Fire 
in Rain Tests 
Camper's Skill 


BY BOB BECKER. 

Starting a fire in extremely wet 
woods or during a rain is a mighty 
good tests of one’s knowledge of fire- 
building. The procedure is well de- 
fined although there are variations de 
pending upon the woods available. 
Supposing you are in the pine an! 
birch country of the north. Those 
old standbys, “fat” pine from an old 
log or stump and birch bark will be 
the means of getting your fire going. 
The bark of all birch trees is ful) of 
resinous oil and will ignite readily. 
Fat pine or pine knots out of old 
rotten logs or dead stumps are other 
lifesavers. Balsam knots knocked out 
of old logs or stumps are almost a*% 
good as pine. If you see an old pine 
stump handy to your camp site go 
after it with an axe as very likely be 
neath the punky soft exterior you 
will find a heart which is rich in resin 
and how it will burn! 
If you lack both birchbark and pine 
look for a tree leaning to the south 
On the under side you will find that 
both the wood and the bark are dry. 
Whittle off some of this bark and any 
small dead twigs on the protected 
side of the trunk, carry them to a dry 
spot underneath an uptilted log, shelv- 
ing rock or any natural shelter and 
you will be set to start your fire. The 
dry bark taken from the underside 
of the tree should be whittled very 
fine,*the slivers set up tripod shape 
and then you are ready to add larger 
fuel. 


A half dead hollow tree is another 
source of dry firewood and in a pinch 
one can start his fire just inside such 
a shelter. 

Birchbark if you can get it, slivers 
of pine wood from pine butts or fallen 
logs, pine or hemlock knots full of 
resin or bark and dry stuff from the 
underside of a leaning tree ar log— 
these materials split fine or whittled 
into thin shavings with your belt 
knife, and set up tripod shape in a 
protected dry spot under a rock, lean- 
ing or uptilted log—there is your re

‘Survey Shows RankWaste 
of Traffic Arteries. 


. The. widening of city streets, if 
parking is to be permitted upon them 
afterwards, is held to be a wild and 
unnecessary extravagance by authori- 
ties who have given close study to the 
subject in a survey made of Chicago's 
through arteries by the Chicago Motor 
club. 

A typical situation, in which a 
through street is ruined as a rapid 
traffic artery, is cited in the case of 
Ohio street, extending across the near

"Yet the negotiation of a journey from 
one end to the other by motor car: is 
tedious, aggrazating, and to a degree 
dangerous. 

Lined with Parked Cars. 


The reason for this objectionable 
‘situation is that parking is allowed, 
and at certain hours every day there 
is a solid line of cars parked on each 
side of the thoroughfare all the way 


across. 

Ohio street was improved with an 
idea cr providing a four lane thorough- 
re across the near north side, pro- 
tected from side traffic and paved in 
a manner that would tend to permit 
rapid progress across it. 


““ As matters stand today, two lines of 


parked automobiles constantly present 
serve to reduce the width to a two 
lane street, and the hazard of pass- 
ing parked cars further reduces its 
safety and susceptibility to rapid 
movement. Those who travel this 
street must be constantly alert to pre- 
vent collision with cars which may 
be shooting out from the curb where 
they have been parked. As a result 
of the parking the number of minor 
accidents to cars by collision is con- 
sidered high on the street. 
Impair Sheridan Road. 

Parking is prevalent on Sheridan 
road, in its narrow portions, the re- 
port shows. Both during the evening 
and morning peaks of traffic parked 
cars have been found along the curb 
of that important thoroughfare north 
from Lawrence to Devon and south 
from Wilson to Irving Park boulevard. 
Parking, especially on the narrow por- 
tions of Sheridan road, .which . does 
not possess even the width demanded 
by regular traffic, not only slows up 
the traffic movement at times when 
speed is essential, but creates unneces- 
gary danger.

non-parking regulation went into 
effect,” E. J. Mecllraith, traffic engi- 
neer of the surface lines, asserts.

By keeping traf- 
fic.in motion through this area it has 
been established that widening of the 
loop thoroughfares, which: would be a 
tremendously expensive undertaking, 
is not necessary nor desirable.. . 
Makes Room for Traffic. 

“In Chicago there is still room for 
much more traffic than daily uses its 
streets, even though much unnecés- 
sary interference exists from service 
vehicles, taxi stands, street repair 
work, and stored materials on the 
streets, and poor paving. The condi- 
tion of the paving surfaces of the city 
streets could be easily improved to 
make them popular if the space were 
considered necessary.” 

The Motor club’s report shows that 
where streets have been widened io 
create better traffic movement, epi- 
demics of parking almost immediately 
nullify the newly made widths, or the 
paving is left in such condition that 
traffic refuses to pass over it. 

“ Roosevelt road, which was widened 
to more than 100 feet for a greater 
part of the distance within the city,” 
the report says, “is clogged up by 
parked cars in many places. 

Insist Upon Clogging. 

“Where the street is so wide that 


curb parking would not be a serious 
obstacle to traffic, the custom of the 


- Jocality is to introduce and popularize 


diagonal parking, which does cut far 
enough into the street to interfere 
with traffic. 

“Along upper Broadway diagonal 
parking has been in vogue, and along 
a number of otherwise. sufficiently 
wide streets. The situation leads to 
the belief that neighborhood business 
people deliberately plan to create con- 
ditions which will result in traffic con- 
gestion. This may not be the case, 
but surveys disclose facts which might 
be the basis for such a conclusion.” » 

Until such time as the authorities 
of the city of Chicago fix upon a de- 
termination to keep wider and through 
streets clear of parked cars, the club 
officials state, it is extravagant and 
foolish to consider the widening of 
more streets or the creation of addi- 
tional through arteries.

Chicago, Aug. 4.—After having just 
seen the remains of the third bad 
automobile accident in less than two 
weeks at 79th street and Yates avenue, 
I wonder why stop and go lights are 
not erected ‘at this corner. 7 

For three months last winter I saw 


a bread truck go east on 79th street, 
and out of the five days of the week 
that I saw him I never once saw him 
stop for Yates. That was about 9:30 
in the morning, and about an hour 
later he would come back, and going 
west would never stop at Yates. The 
driver surely knew Yates was a 
through street, and if he didn’t it 
seems to me he should not be allowed 
to drive a car. 

I have also seen at least twelve 
autos following a san ear, and not 
one of them stop for Yates, many of 
them even going past the street car 
when it stops. I have also counted 
as many as thirty autos going east 
in succession, without one of them 
stopping for Yates. Now then, after 
these figures, which you see would 
make several hundred cars a day, 
I can’t see why it wouldn’t be 
a good idea to station an honest police- 
man at such corners, and for every 
offender let him’ be fined at least one 
dollar for the first offense and more 
for repeated violations, and at that 
rate we would soon. have enough 
money for stop lights and a big sur-

CANADA COUNTS | 
ON OVER MILLION 
CARS THIS YEAR 


Automobile registration in Canada 
will pass the 1,000,000 car mark by 
the end of 1928, according to a bulletin 
issued by the dominion bureau of 
statistics. 

“There were 945,672 motor vehicles 
in Canada on June 1,” the bulletin de- 
clares. ‘This was an increase of 
More than 60,000 compared with the 
beginning of the year. If the rate of 
increase in automobile purchases is 
maintained for the next few months, 
the million car mark will soon be 
reached. 

“More than 45 per cent of all the 
automobiles owned in Canada at pres- 
ent are registered in Ontario. The 
province’s total is 436,120, or an aver- 
age of 13.7 cars per 100 population. 
Quebec ranks second with 128,459 
cars, or 4.9 per hundred. The prairie 
provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
and Alberta, where farming is ex- 
| periencing a rapid development in the 
areas served by the Canadian Pacific 
railway, have a combined car registra- 


tion of 244,329. British Columbia has 
77,617 cars; Nova Scotia, 30,059, and 
New Brunswick, 24,544. 

“Canada is building good roads to 
keep abreast of increased automobile 
ownership. Reports from every 
province received by the Canadian 
Good Roads association indicate that 
more money will be spent on highway 
construction throughout the dominion 
this year than in any in history. Con-

BY PUTNEY HAIGHT. 

Six collisions and an unfortunate 
skid, damaging automobiles 
more or less seriously, were observed 


last Saturday on the Waukegan road 
between its junction with the Green 
Bay road at Lake Bluff and the Wis- 
consin line, a distance of about four- 
teen miles. 

These accidents occurred within 
the space of half an hour, the time of 
day being between 3:30 and 4 o'clock. 

All were chargeable to the lack of 
width: of the pavement on the main 
traveled highway from Chicago to 
Wisconsin. 

A remarkable circumstance was the 
fact that all the accidents bore a sim- 
ilar character. 

Results of Passing. 

They resulted from attempts of 
drivers to pass slow going cars. The 
drivers of the latter were justified in 
their lack of speed because of a heavy 
rain that was falling. | 

With a four lane pavement which 
would provide a means for the safe 
passing of timidly driven cars, none 
of the accidents would have been’ 
probable. 

In two cases three cars were 
smashed up. In four cases two were 
involved, and in one case a single car 
was damaged. 

Of the fifteen cars damaged, eight 
of them were innocent victims of the 
narrow roads and impetuous drivers. 
In the case of the colliding cars, each 
collision was participated in by at 
least one foreign car. The foreign 
cars were heavily laden with baggage 
and evidently piloted by tourists hur- 
rying through Chicago to get up into 
the northern woods for vacation time. 


Vacations Are Shortened. 

Just how much vacation time was 
lost to these travelers through the 
mishaps is a matter that could not be 
checked up. ‘Judging from appear- 
ances at all the wrecks, the cars were 
in such condition that a day or two 
of work, at least, would be required to 
get them running again. 

Despite the prevalence of wrecks 
along the road, the main body of traf- 
fic proceeded at a fair speed as soon 
as the wreckage was moved off the 
pavement.

Detroit, Mich., Aug. 11.—[{Special.] 
—With the automobile industry well 
into the second half of the year, and 
based on the assumption that the per- 
centage of cars built in the second 
half period will be equal to the av- 
erage percentage of the yearly total 
built in the second six months of the 


year over the last ten years, the total 
output of motor vehicles for the 
United States for 1928 should be in 
excess of 4,400,000 units. | 
‘This would come within a few thou- 
sand of establishing a new record over 
1926 when the total output was 4,503,- 
531 passenger cars and trucks. 
Manufacturers of automobiles, as a 
whole, are exceedingly optimistic over 
conditions for the remainder of the 
year, which gives abundant promise 
of producing more than its usual per- 
centage of the yearly total. 
Gain in Medium Class. 


Motor cars selling at from $2,500 to 
$3,000 made the largest gain in per- 
centage in the number produced dur- 
ing the first six months of the present 
year over the number manufactured 
in the same price group in the cor- 
responding period of 1927. Those eell- 
ing below $500 made the next highest 
gain in numbers, while the most ex- 
pensive cars suffered the greatcst loss. 
Output for the latter weeks of July 
showed a remarkable increase over 2 
year ago, the response by buyers to 
the new car offerings of leading manu- 
‘facturers having stimulated retail] buy- 
ing to a point considerably above the 
normal seasonal movement. 

The new models, of course, are the 
center of interest, but there continues 
to be a good selling movement in many 
of the cars of earlier introduction, 
the low priced cars in particular 
showing only seasonal reduction from 
the earlier year. 

High Labor Mark. 
Detroit, at the present time, is em- 
ploying more labor than ever before 
in its history. This, according to an 
official report, is attributed to the un- 
precedented demand for automobiles. 
the big labor increase being in the 
automobile plants and in the indus- 
tries supplying them. Ford is employ- 
ing more than 117,000 men. 
No fewer than five new lines of 
automobiles of the 1929 styles were 
on view this week. 
While the industry has shown a 
material increase so far this year as 
compared with 1927, the increase | 
would have been considerably greater 
and established a new high yearly rec- 
ord, had the Ford plants been able 
to get into heavy mass production. 
Since the introduction of the new 
model A line early last December, the 
total output has been around the 200.- 
000 mark, according to reliable, but 
unofficial information.

SEES REDUCTION 
OF ACCIDENTS IN 
WIDER HIGHWAYS 


Wisconsin's traffic @ngineer points 
out that more than 60 per cent of the 
2,000 motor accidents in that state last 
year occurred on straight stretches of 
highway. 
* The number of accidents on curves 
and turns continued to increase with 
increased traffic, but it was on the 
straight runs that the greater increase 
in accidents was felt. 

The cause for this peculiar circum- 
stance may be attributed to greatly 
increased traffic, or to reckless speed- 
ing on congested roads. But the fact 
that accidents happened less often on 
curves than on straightaways would 
tend to prove that drivers are more 


What this condition resolves itself 
to, therefore, is the problem of pro- 
viding sufficient rogm for the increas- 
ing number of automobiles on the 
highways. It is the narrow road that 
makes for congestion, just as much 
as the overabundance of vehicles on 
that road. The slow progress on such 
roads, causing irritated temperaments 
among motorists, is bound to produce 
accidents. In such event, the curve 
is safer than the straight stretch, 
where the impatient driver takes a 
chance to relieve his feelings. 

The solution lies in widening the 
roads, espécially those that diverge im- 
mediately out of a city. 

Congestion is merely a matter of 
relativity. So is liability to accident, 
Widen the highways, decrease conges- 
tion, and lower the accident rate. 


ROADSIDE SIGNS 
PLACED UNDER 


Fruit of the campaign conducted to 
preserve and maintain the natural 
beauty found along the highways is 
to be seen in an announcement by the 
state highway board of Georgia pro- 
hibiting the placing of advertising 
signs along roadways.

The danger to health from carbon 
monoxide gas discharged from the ex- 
hausts of automobiles has become so 
great, not only in Jarge cities, but also 
in small towns, that Health Commis- 
sioner Harris of New York has ad- 
dressed a letter to the automobile

Guced on the farm is to be expected. 
Farmers must be cautious, They can- 


practices over night in order to in- 
troduge some new crop or new method 
of growing or harvesting a crop just 
because it has been found worth 
while. 

So the great business of producing 
vitamins for the nation must await its 
turn. Some day.this country may 
know more about classifying farm 
products according to their life-giving 
vitamins. Like other things handed 
out by the chemist, the vitamin is 
looked upon by many as a scientist's 
plaything. But nutrition experts have 
put a practical interpretation to vita- 
mins and have shown that every per- 
son is vitally concerned about these 
new elements whether they are food 
producers or consumers, or both. 

The Farmer’s Problem. 

The farmer has the practical task 
of producing foods containing ‘vitamins 
which are now known to be closely 


wrapped up with health, growth, re-. 


production, ete. Fortunately, in their 
efforts to solve some of the production 
problems, farmers have been intro- 
ducing crops that not only cut down 
production costs but give to the con 
suming public food products rich in 
vitamins. 

Enough already is known about 
vitamins to guide farmers in the 
kinds of crops to grow, the methods 
of hardling animals, the system of 
feeding crops, and the kinds of feeds 
te give their breeding animals. The 
Wise farmer will begin to make a 
study of vitamins not only as they re 
lute*to the health and productivity of 
his farm animals, but also from the 
standpoint of producing crops highly 
charged with vitamins so much in 
demand among consumers. 

The handicap to thé practical applt- 
cation of the vitamin discovery is that 
vitamins cannot be readily seen. 


was the great handicap in convincing 


farmers that cows are infected with 
tuberculosis and it was necessary to 
kill diseased animals to protect con- 
sumers of milk and meat. If tubercu- 
losis germs were as big as 2 man’s hat 
all of them would have been killed 
long ago, but they cannot be seen with 
the naked eye, sé they are allowed to 
keep up their work, in many cases. 
Although vitamins are not germs, 
they fall in the same mysterious class. 
Even scientists know little about the 
chemical nature of vitamins or what 
they look like except in one or two

Today’s illustration shows a plan 
of curtains and draperies which is 
rapidly gaining in popularity. The 
pair of windows is treated as a single 
unit, each window being draped in a 
one-sided effect to form a balanced 
group. This mode of hanging is espe- 
cially suitable for use in a room whicn 
tends toward the art moderne form of 
decoration. 

In this instance the draperies are 
of heavy ribbed, rust colored silk rep, 
caught back with cords and edged 
with short fringe to match.

Dr. John A. Marshall, professor of 
dental pathology at the University of 
‘California College of Dentistry, writ- 
ing in a health journal verifies the 
fact that clean teeth may decay and 
that the general health influences 
teeth for good or ill: He says that re 
search workers experimenting with 
diets deficient in lime, phosphorous or 
one of the vitamins came to the con- 
clusion that teeth either decay or else 
develop a condition similar to pyorrhea 
under adverse dietary conditions. 

One of the outStanding signs of fl) 
health, Dr. Marshall states, is an ir- 
ritation of the gums and an accumvw- 
lation of so-<alled tartar.

, The potato, though in general’ it 
seems to be so humble, can be a 
handsome vegetable. Its beauty, how- 

ver, is a good deal dependent upon 
the eye of the beholder, that eye be- 
ing in a head that knows the mass of 
history about the potato and its cook- 


‘ing possibilities. The statesman’s in- 


troduction to the most considerable 
book of potato recipes ever printed— 
300 of them—begins: “The common 
things of everyday life are often the 
most precious and the most despised. 
Everything grows interesting in pro- 
pertion to what we know about it.” 
Behind the potato is the heroic fig- 
ure of Parmentier, striving to bene- 
fit the French so much against their 
will, and back of that is always and 
ever the figure of Sir Walter Raleigh

And then we see in our 
mind's eye those Irish immigrants of 
long ago, bringing their seed potatoes 
to New Hampshire and northeast 
Massachusetts and winning a credit 
mark in that body of material called 
Americana which should not be 
blotted out. 


Exhibited at Fairs. 


As to the beauty of the potato, go 
I have seen 
lovely ‘potatoes at such places, and 


‘also in France, and particularly in 


Holland. Dutch potatoes have great 
worth and place in European cookery 
outside their small country, where 
nice discriminations are made in cook- 
ing potatoes. 


The prettiest story I ever heard 
about the potato I have mostly for- 
gotten, but it was of a grower in 
Canada who gave his potatoes a won- 
derful name, and they sold ten times 
or so as fast as they had when he 
tried to market them without that 
name. It was his philosophy of the 
business expressed charmingly that 
I have forgotten. He was an Irish- 
man, and it was Irish wit that put 
money in his pocket and beautified 
his potatoes. 


. Variations of Mashed Potato. 
Many of the beauty treatments giv- 
en the potato gather about mashed 
potatoes, which can be varied at least. 
a hundred ways, but first it must be 
plain cooked, and there’s the rub. 
To make potato roses out of poor 
mashed potatoes is plain folly. Into 
the business called boiling the potato 
there canbe put a nicety of treat- 
ment that is quite beyond the compre- 
hension of those who do not realize 


that beautifully cooked potatoes can 
have an aroma instead of a pig-mash 
emell, and a flavor that can aroure 
the tongue to ecstatic appreciation. 
Potatoes mUst not be cooked too 
fast or they will be ragged and un- 
even, and they cannot be’ taken from 
the water soon—if they are cooked 
that way—after they are tender. And 
then, td have a fine mashed potato 
of them we must keep them hot and 
steaming until they have been manip- 
ulated and seasoned. Mashed pota- 
tows are sometimes called “ whipped 
potatoes,” and all good mashed po- 
tatoes are beaten rapidly or whipped. 


Chantilly Potatoes. 


As everybody knows, “ Chantilly ” is 
a pretty name for whipped cream, 
suggesting its laciness!t When I ran 
across the following recipe in, “ Fa- 
vorite Recipes of Famous Chefs,” the 
other day, I recognized in it one of 
those variations of preparation that 
help to make cooking so interesting 
and it had the title “ChantiNy Pota- 
toes. Place in a hot oven and bake 
three cups of well seasoned mashed 
potatoes. Whip one-half cup of heavy 
cream until stiff, add one-half cup of 
grated cheese and season with salt and 
vepper. 
ig Place in a hot oven and bake 


‘yntil the cheese is melted and the 


cream is delicately. browned.” 

In playing with this recipe, for a 
dinner or two, I came to the conclusion 
that it was an easier thing to pre- 
pare than Delmonico potatoes, or po- 
tatoes au gratin, while it gave the 
same sort of gustatory satisfaction or 
something better. And though I tried 
the oven, before I got through with 
my experiments, I browned the cream 
and melted the butter the first time

More Comic Chaps ot 
‘the Years That Were 


By Figaro McGee. 

HEN, last Spring, three of Gilbert and Sullivan’s 

operettas were given by Winthrop Ames’ ensembdiec 

in the Studebaker, I teok keen delight in listening 

to the entr’acte comments of the older persons in 
the audience. They were especially interesting when “ The 
Mikado” was the piece; and it was a joy to listen as they 
told of the actors of Ko-Ko they 
had seen in other days. The con- 
sensus was that Digby Beil was 
the best of ‘em—Digby Valentine 
Bell, as some of the olé chaps 
called the late comedian. Indeed, 
there were those in the Stude- 
baker lobby who would aver that 
Bell was not only the best Ko-Ko, 
but also the best Gilbert-and- 
Sullivan comedian in the annals 
of. the operettas. 


Digby Bell had his merits for 
comic opera, and particularly for 
some of the Gilbert-Sullivan se- 
ries. He was a man of keen in- 
telligence, and spoke Gilbert as 
that genius meant his lines to be 
spoken. He had a trained, full, 
and a voice.for Sullivan’s oratorio-like music. I way 
never certain that his Maker had meant Bell to be a come- 
dian: that is, a low-comedian. In some of Gilbert's rdles, he 
was without successful rivalry, here or in London. Doctor 
Daly in “The Sorcerer” was one of those roles. Another 
was Archibald Grosvenor in “ Patience’: I have but to close 
my eyes and summon the memory to nent Bell singing “ The 
Magnet and the Churn,” although it is morewhan thirty 
years since I saw him in the réle. He was a fairish Sit 
Joseph in “ Pinafore,” and a fairish Robin Oakapple in 
“ Ruddygore.” He may have #ing other roles besides those 
named—including Ko-Ko. As to his Ko-Ko, it was, when I 
was a lad and “ The Mikado” was new, a good impersona- . 
tion, if, perhaps, a bit unctuous 
despair and pessimism. But, h Bell could and did sing 
such numbers as “ Tit-Willow, " Ko-Ko’s share in the duet, 
with Katisha, and the explanation of Nanki-Poo’s death! He 
woul, when he had finished the tale of the big right arm 
and’ the snickersnee, turn to Pooh-Bah, nudge him, and say, 
sotto-voce: “ Now, be careful what yga say!” "Twas a gag 
line, and not Gilbert's,’and a good line if it had not been 
interpolated between two sections of what was really a scena.

But theater-goers of his ite didn’t regard Bell as much 
of a comical fellow in the operettas of other schools. He 
lacked the physical cleverness asked for by the growing 
demand for clowning by a public not attuned to satire more 
delicate or subtle than Mutt-and-Jeff. Many of the Conti- 
nental operettas were as exquisitely satirical as these of 
Gilbert arld Sullivan—Pparticularly, some of those with music 
by Johann Strauss; but'a public that didn’t .“ get” the 
Anglo-Saxon fun of Gilbert could hardly be expected to go 
wild with mirth at the fun of European politics. Bell's best 
utside G.-and-S. was in a tawdry plede native 
make famed “ The Tar and the Tartar, ' wherein, for once, 
he let himself go in the hoakum that took the place of 
humor, As what is called “musical comedy” supplanted 
Operettas, Bell receded from view, He made occasional ven: 
tures in “ straight’’ plays; but his training and his methods 
| were. not elastic. What had seemed repression in operetta 
became exuberance in plays calling for a measure of realism 
in method. He was Fritzi Scheff’s Ko-Ko in some perform- 
ances of “The Mikado” in Chicago late in 1910; and he ré- 
emerged in 1915 to sing in New-York Doctor Daly in De Wolf 
Hopper’s revival of “ The Sorcerer.”

But, despite his being @ cripple in the matter of. singing, 
Wilson belonged in the opéretta of his day, and nowhere 
else; and, like Bell, he-ceased to mean much to theater-goers 
when operetta fell down at the.box-office, as it did, save in 
exceptional cases, through the "Nineties. He was a comical 
figure; he could dance gracefully and put humor into his 
stepping and kicking; he had a clear speaking-voice, and 
could get lines across with ease; and he had an instinctive 
sense of comic posture and picture. Indeed, Wilson in any 
of his comic characters was something to be put on canvas. 
 When—with a deal of racket, as if Thespis, himself, were 
upset—Charles Frohman took Wiison ‘into his line-up of 
stars to act in farce and comedy, Wilson was happy, and 
mm public was indifferent. The alert, spry, exuberant clown 

of fifty operettas was a monotonous, ordinary, and rather 
boresome actor without the resplendent trapp of retta

As 
the printed word is one of the most en- 
during monuments possible to a mor- 
tal, I venture to make this prophecy. 
Wealth is but a passing appanage of 
life; beauty is fleeting and soon for- 
gotten, but the printed word remains 
long, and Mary Borden, as she signs 
herself in her books, has made notable 
contributions to today’s literature 
which will outlive the present day. 
Nor is she only a writer of fiction. 
She is a chronicler of the times and 
her observations on the things and 
people that have come her way are 
well worth study. In two summer 
numbers ofthat stately British jour- 
nal, The Spectator, are to be found 
articles from her pen,’ one on “ The 
American Man” and the other on 
“The American Woman,” both of 


which merit some study by her coun- 


try people. In these articles she cer- 
tainly, as Shakespeare would put it, 
“slings a nifty pen.” Here are a 


few phrases: 


“He [the American man] is fight- 
ing for his life. His position is pre- 
carious, dramatic, extremely signifi- 

cant.” 

“Observe the American man 
through your telescope. He clings 
like a leech to the gigantic machine 
of American industry.’ He is shot out 
of a slum as if @ volcano had erupted 
under the tenement he was born in,

Perhaps her long English sojourn 
has deprived her eyes of the power of 
seeing more than the outside of the 
shell that holds our national life.

The American 
nation is like a farm hand who has 
suddenly come into a business worth 
a million pounds. 

Foreigners Blamed. 

She puts some of the onus of this 
country bumpkin on our foreign born 
citizens, and also in one phrase al- 
most admits Chicago as her native 
city, though not quite. These are her 
words: “‘When I was a child there 


were two hundred and fifty thousand 
citizens in the city of Chi- 
cago who spoke nothing but Polish. 
There are more today. Hence the 
election of Bill Thompson as mayor.” 
Some of what she pas to say, how- 
ever, is, if I may so put it, devilishly 
clever. She maintains “that the Ameri- 
can man “has been taught to despise 
the arts, to have @ contempt for all 
such graces as foreign lang 
music, literature, painting. He talks 
with hie teeth shut and is barely in- 
telligible to Englishmen, who find it 
quite easy to understand his wife.” 
Further. on she says that he is the 
victim of a profound Puritanic ideal- 
ism, one that is “Spartan, austere, 
rigid. It postulates the wertinenaeey 
of worldly possessions.” 
“The faith of the Pilgrim siiiiead 


and tpelr moral code remain his faith 


and his code.” This ideal haunts him 
“even when his steel mills and oil 
wells and railways involve him in the 
frenzied immoral game of doubtful 
finance and corrupt politics,” and s¢o 
forth and so on; even when he seeks 
oblivion in the whisky bottle, “ he still 
secretly believes in the God of the 
pioneer Pilgrims," a belief which 
makes him ask, ‘What is the good 
of al] this?” 

When I get well through her in- 
terésting analysis of the American 
man and have laid it aside and begun 
to separate the thought therein from 
the handsome line of language, | begin 
to realize that she is writing not of 
the real, average American citizen, 
but of some of those who compose 
that rich, fat laden—shall I call it 
“scum ’’?—that rises to the top of 
every seething caldron.

NEXORABLY motion picture act- 
resses as well as actors must have 
publicity. If their names fail to 
make the newspaper columns with 

more or less regularity their doxology 
has been sung and “curtains” is 
just ahead. There is no escape. Which 
condition has resulted in the assem- 
bling in Hollywood of the most pro- 
lific, enérgetic, cold blooded, and hard 
boiled crop of press agents-ever gath- 
ered together in one small commu- 
nity since Coxey’s army took up the 
march to Washington. 

There are clever, ingenious, high 
salaried men who make their work 
an art and there are “tin horn” fak- 
ers who clutch at accounts for $10 a 
week. The film colony’is a nesting 
place for all manner of publicity get- 
ters, and the things they do. for news- 
paper space sometimes is both humor- 
ous and tragical 

When Queen of Roumania 
was preparing to + > the United 
States there popped “into the mind of 
Harry D. Wilson, one of the most 
energetic and reliable publicity men 
in the film colony, the idea* that the 
queen should provide a bit of free 
advertising for his employer, Edwin 
Carewe, a picture producer. Carewe 
did not know the queen and the 
queen did not know Edwin—probably 
never heard of him. But that made 
no difference. Marie had to do some- 
thing to center attention on Holly- 
wood in general and on Mr. Carewe 
in particular. The opportunity was 
too good to be totally lost.

The 
queen of a European empire being 
smeared with grease paint and becom- 
ing an actress to aid hungry babies 
back home offered dramatic appeal. 

Thereafter reporters, news writers, 
correspondents hovered about the stu- 
dio awaiting the queen’s reply. Before 
long it came—not a message signed by 
Queen Marie but a brief, frigid, terse 
communication from the Roumanian 
legation in Washington advising Mr. 
Carewe that “Her royal highness 
would not include Hollywood in her 
itinerary. Very truly yours,” etc. 

“What if she had accepted the of- 
fer?” the P. A. was asked.

As it is the business of the partner 
to show whether he can support an 
original bid or whether he has a bid 
of his own, the way to make it easy 
for him, other things being equal, is 
to bid the lowest suit first.

When I was very young I was 
presented to President Taft, and ever 
that beaming Santa Claus only wag- 
gled a haughty mustache, While. in 
short pants I used to act in the 
movies, at the old Essanay studio, in 
the early one-reelers. For three dol- 
lars a day I was caddie. a messenger 
boy, a page, a bystander, @ passer-by, 
a fraction of a mob, and a dead soldier 
on the battlefield. And there I was 
pleasantly high-hatred by George Ade, 
Wallace Beery, Francis X. Bushman, 
Charlie Chaplin, Beverly Bayne, and 
Henry Walthall. 

When I was a newspaper reporter, 
interviewing rsons of note, I was 
always colliding with a lifted eyebrow. 
In that position I was ritzed by no 
less a sefior than Vicente Blasco Iba- 
nez, by John Philip Sousa, and by 
Gilbert K. Chesterton, John Drink- 
water, and Sinclair Lewis. 

But for the last few years as a 
part of my radio job, it has been one 
of my chores to meet, interview, ani 
introduce the famous of the land. I 
have encountered them privately, when 
they are out of the limelight and are 
just themselves. And the conclusion 
I -~have drawn from these intimate 
contacts is that celebrities are not sc 
bad as they are celebrated, and thai 
the great are graciéus and amiable. 


Every famous personage quakes a bit. 


observing the faces of the illustrious 
in the newspapers and elsewhere, form 
our own opinions of th people. 
Long ago I picked out several faces 
common to the public prints ae began 
to build up gobe of for them, 
because they seemed go me uncon- 
genital, grouchy, upstage, or downright 
mean. Haven't you done that? 
There was one in nearly every line 
of endeavor. In baseball there was 
Eddie Coins of the White Sox; in 
football, Red Grange and Knute 
Rockne; in the law, Clarence Darrow, 
and in Washington, Senator Borah 
and Secretary of the Navy Wilbur; 
among the theatrical producers, Morris 
Gest and Willtam A, Brady; in the 
movies, William S. Hart, and others. 


It was not use I disliked these 


_good folk but it was simply that I'd 


never seen ’em smile in a photograph. 
Upon meeting all of these ogres 


and bogymen in my radio pursuits, 


I have been struck by their cordiality 
and charm. To them I have meant no 
more than a casual handshake or an

Using several types of antenna sys- | 
tems, the experts are endeavoring to. 
determine the factors which contri | 
ute to fading by analysis of the man- | 
Wer in which the waves transmitted | 
from the broadcasting antenna arrive |} 
at the receiving antenna. 

By means of a special apparatus! 
attached to the receivers records are | 
taken of the increase and decrease of | 
signal strength such as is frequently | 
experienced when listening to long’! 
distant stations at night. 

Dellinger’s Findings. 

Simultaneous records are made,’ 
using two identical receivers with dif- | 
ferent aerials. 

Dr. J. H. Dellinger, chief of the’ 
radio division of the bureau, says that 
examination of data from simultane- | 
ous measurements made with a coil 
antenna in maximum position and 
with a vertical antenna indicated that 
for stations 165 to 1,500 kilometers dis- | 
tant, the sare sort of fading occurred | 
simultaneously in both antennas, but | 
that for stations 13 to 53 kilometers, 
distant, similar fading characteristics | 
did not occur simultaneously. 

Records made with coil antenna 
at maximum and minimum positions | 
show that for a station 300 kilometers | 
distant there are considerable periods | 
in which an increase of intensity in| 
one antenna is accompanied by a de-, 
crease in the other. | 

Often a relatively rapid and periodic | 
fluctuation of small magnitude is| 
found superimpose. on the longer-per- | 
iod trend of the records. It was foun 
in the case of one station that thie’ 
rapid fading occurs with considerable 
regularity directly after sunset and | 
lasts for approximately a half hour. 

Results Interpreted. 

“This change only takes place when

awaiting sentence in the Jassy prison 
is not the bandit Habuc, but the 
‘pious monk, Michai Epure, consolér 
of the poor and benefactor of the 
whole province.

_ tending to prove that the mystery of 


Michai Habuc is a new Jekyll-Hyde 


@©@se. The defenders of the monk 


Epure are convinced that the case is 
one not so much of deliberate double 
life as of double identity.

How It All Started. 

_It was exactly ten years ago that 
the Habuc gang of savage cutthroats 
and highwaymen began making the 
roads of Moldavia unsafe for travelers. 
The leader, Michai Habus, was known 
‘to the Roumanian police as one of 
the most dangerous as well_as most 
colorful figures of the _ underworld. 
He came of good family and had re- 
ceived a fair education at the Com- 
mercial college of Bucharest. 


It was during his military service 
that the young man first came into 
conflict with the authorities. He quar- 
reled with one of his comrades and in 
@ ‘it of rage wounded him mortally 
with a bayonet. He was arrested and 
Was about to be court imartialed. <A 
few days before the trial, however, 
Habuc managed to escape and disap- 
peared without leaving a trace behind. 

n afterward the Moldavian po- 
lice learned that the notorious band 
of the robber, Josuh Ungureanu, now 

@ new leader, a crafty and appar- 
ently well educated man, probably 2 
deserter from the army, who seemed 
to be the master mind behind the 
gang's enterprises of crime. The de- 
scriptions given by “victims who had 
been robbed tallied with that. of Michai 
Habuc, and the police were convinced 
that if they could round up the Un 
gureanu band they would also get 
the deserter Habuc. - 


| * 
A Price on His Head. 


After some months of guerrilla war- 
fare between the gendarmes and the 
bandits, the police closed in upon 
Ungureanu. The leader and four of 
his men were killed in a last savags 
fight and ten of the bandits seized. 
but Habuc himself escaped. The po- 
lice searched for him for months and 
set a price on his head, but Habuc 
could not be found. 

A few months later, however, 
Michai Habuc reappeared in the 
forest districts of the Moldavian 
province. At the head of a newly or- 
ganized band he began to pillage the 
countryside, attacking travelers on 
the highways, raiding small towns, 
and robbing stores in the villages. His 
raids were so well organized and the 
movements of the band so audacious 
that the authorities resorted to ex- 
treme measures to put an end to the 
new terror. The police force in Mol- 
Gavia was reorganized, its strength 
doubled, the country was combed. But 
the Habuc gang seemed to mock at 
all these efforts. When the gendarmes 
received tips that they could find the 
Whole band in the forest near Neam- 
tu and a detachment was sent there, 
Habuc and his men looted a bank in 
@ neighboring town. When they were 
reported in a certain village they 
would simultaneously turn up in an 
entirely different part of the country. 

Michal Habuc, the mystery bandit, 
became a nationally knowp figure in 
Roumania, a Jesse James of the 
' Balkans. And the authorities were 
geemingly powerless against the keen- 
er wits of the bandit. 

| Enter the Monk. 
' About the time Michai Habuc made 
his escape from the police raid on the 
Ungureanu band, a poorly clad young 
man knocked at the door of the 
orthodox monastery in Neamtu, ask 
ing the monks for hospitality. Taken 
before the prior, he related that he 
Was a poor student, disillusioned with 


worldly pleasures and weary of a lifes on some pious errand and had not yet 


of sin. It was his ardent wish, he 
eaid, to be admitted to the order, to 
spend the rest of his life in seclusion 
and meditation. His name was Michai 
Stephen Epure, and he was willing to 
submit himself to the severe duties 
of a monk. 

The brothers gave him refuge and 
admitted him on three months’ trial. 
During these three months Brother 
Epure won the hearts of all the broth- 
by hin diligence, kindness and 
plety. He spent his days in fervent 
prayers and left the monastery only 
Guring the night to take a few hours’ 
walk in the nearby forest. At the end 
of the third month the brothers 
agreed that Epure should be admitted 
5 the order. They placed him in 

of the refectory and instrusted 
him with important assignments of 
their charity work.

Brother Epure became a familiar 
figure in Neamtu. He threw himself 
with real fervor into his charitable 
work, comforted the poor, nursed the 
sick, and taught the children prayers 
hymns.

If you 
bid a major suit and he wants to 
shéw you a minor he can’t do it with- 
out a bid of two, and ag it takes five 
tricks to go game in a minor suit he 
would let the major bid stand, while 
if he happened to have a hand that 
would admirably fit a minor bid, which 
might be a game going hand in that 
suit, showing the major first would 
prevent the minor being shown at all. 
This would be avoided by bidding a 
minor suit first, and the lower of

If I were sitting for several rubbers 
opposite a partner that was giving 
‘an exhibition of antagonism to roy- 
alty and couldn’t hold anything but 
spot cards I would prefer to bid the

The following interesting hand was 
sent in by a reader. It was played 
in a duplicate contest. At one table 
north and south got the contract at 
four spades and made it with a score 
of 201, including 125 for game and 40 
for honors. The next time the hand 
was played, instead of east opening 
with a bid of one club he bid four 
clubs [should have bid five], and the 
spade suit was never mentioned, with 
a resultant score for east and west of 
251, including small slam and -40 
honors. 

On the first round a bid of one 
club allowed south to double and 
north to show his spade suit, which 
his partner was abundantly able to 
support, with the result that they ran | 
the club bidder out of the bidding,

Various Types of Antenna 
Used in Tests. 


WASHINGTON.-2 — Signal fad- 
ing, the radio phenomenon which, 
often ruins long distance reception of 
broadcast programs, is being scientifi- | 
cally investigated by engineers at the 
bureau of standards. 


Osing several types of antenna sys- 
tems, the experts are endeavoring to 
determine the factors which contrib-| 
ute to fading by analysis of the man- 
ner in which the waves transmitted | 
from the broadcasting antenna arrive | 
at the receiving antenna. 


By means of a special apparatus | 
attached to the receivers records are | 
taken of the increase and decrease of 
signa] strength such as is frequently | 
experienced when listening to long, 
distant stations at night. 


* 
Dellinger’s Findings. 

Simultaneous records are made, 
using two identical receivers with dif- 
ferent aerials. 

Dr. J. H. Dellinger, chief of the 
radio division of the bureau, says that | 
examination of data from simultane- 
ous measurements made with a coil 
antenna in maximum position and 
with a vertical antenna indicated that, 
for stations 165 to 1,500 kilometers dis- | 
tant, the same sort of fading occurred | 
simultaneously in both antennas, but | 
that for stations 13 to 53 kilometers) 
distant, similar fading characteristics 
did not occur simultaneously. 

Records made with coil antenna 
at maximum and minimum positions 
show that for a station 300 kilometers 
distant there are considerable period: 
in which an increase of intensity in 
one antenna is accompanied by a de- 
crease in the other.

Results Interpreted. |

Sex Animals 
Is Now Changed 


by Scientists 


Findings Forecast Life 
Control of Humans. 


CIENCE has recently proven that 
it can change the form, habits, 
color, and even the sex, of cer- 
tain different species of the in- 

sect and animal world. For years, pa- 
tient investigators have been con- 
ducting startlingly bold researches in 


such life control with flies, birds, 
crawling things, an four-footed 
beasts. 


Amazing discoveries of nature's in- 
nermost secrets have resulted stead: 
ily. But so vital and revelatory have 
been the latest of these disclosures 
that many scientists believe the day 
when human lives, minds and habits 
will be subjected, quite as a matter 
of course, to like control is just be- 
yond the ho n of time. 


Leader among these is Dr. Oscar 
Riddle, of the Carnegie institute at 
Washington. After somewhere near 
half a moderately long lifetime spent 
in experimenting with such changes 
in lesser forms of earthly life, the 
distinguished savant points out that 
medical science already has taken up 
a type of practice which may be 
deemed the forerunner of “the life 
control specialist among humans.” 


At the Crossroads. 


As Dr. Riddle sees it, science and 
the world stand at a crossroads. Cit- 
ing the new discoveries,” he argues 
that these have been brought to 
light’ not through breeding desirable 
progeny by mating more perfect 
specimens, but by radically altering 
the conditions under which individ- 
ual specimens grow and develop. 


, In Other words, by changes in 
foods, temperatures, climates, en- 
virons, by administering such things 
as X-ray and chemicals of danger 
power and properties. With the proofs 
derived from such valiant procedure 
in hand; then, he asks, ‘“ Shall we 
not go ahead and see how far we can 
apply all this knewledge to the bet- 
terment of the human race, or shall 
we forget it?” 


"In plainer words, he asks, “Shall 
we not experiment with ‘human be- 
ings and see what can be done?” 


Female the Hardier. 

Striking among these lesser life con- 
trol experiments, and probably the 
latest, is the work of Dr. William H. 
Dieffenbach of the Flower hospital, 
New York City, in treating ordinary 
hens’ eggs with X-ray. He began his 
researches three years ago, with the 
idea of determining the effect of X- 
ray on human bodies, in the belief 
that the full benefits of the powerful 
ray had never yet been employed by 
physicians. 

Fertilized eggs of Plymouth Rock 
hens were set under the X-ray. The 
results were astonishing. Out of the 
eggs came chicks that were strangely 
deformed—some without -wings, for 
instance, and others with the normal 
proportions entirely changed. 

As the “dosage” of X-ray was in- 
creased with any given set of fertilized 
eggs it was found the proportion of 
male birds fell off; In other words, 
more and more prospective hens were 
hatched, Which proves, by the way, 
as some scientists opined, that the 
female, if not deadijier, is at least 
hardier than the male.
